“The nearest approach to it in an indus- 
trial way was the sale by the General 
Motors Corporation of $30,000,000 de- 
benture stock completed a few weeks 
ago. The consideration involves approx- 
imately $100,000,000. 

Edsel Ford, before the minority sale, 
had 300 shares in the company. He now 
owns 6,420 shares. There were 8,300 
shares held by outside interests. Of this 
number, 2,180 are owned by R. Couzens. 
Henry Ford owned 11,000 ‘shares. 

The recent suit of John F. and Horace 
E. Dodge to compel a distribution of 
profits, which, Mr. Ford had intended to 
use-for plant expansion, is one evidence 
that he was not left free to direct the 
policies of the company along the lines 
which he had always contended were 
for the good of all concerned. 

Last February, after a long lawsuit, 
the Michigan Supreme Court ordered 
Henry Ford to pay stockholders $19,275,- 
385 in dividends which had been held 
back as accumulated surplus for expan- 
sion purposes. 

As a result of this ruling, Mr. Ford 
found it practically impossible for him 
to. carry out the vast improvements 
which he planned on the River Rouge, 
where his blast furnace and shipbuilding 
plant are located. Here he had planned 
to centre an industry with feed branches 
all over the United States and extending 
into foreign lands. 

With’ the virtual control of the Ford 
Motor Company now in the hands of the 
Ford. family, plans for making — the 
Rouge River the greatest industrial cen- 
tre in Detroit will be carried to com- 
pletion. 

The Ford family appealed from the. de- 
cision of the Michigan Supreme Court, 
and the cage is now up to the: United 
States District Court at Cincinnati. Just 
what bearing today’s developments will 
have on the ultimate. decision of undi- 
vided profits is. a: matter of conjecture, 
as the court must consider the case rs 
the evidence now’ before it.

Mr. Hull was a friend of Dr. Walter

““A fair consideration of the course the} and 


five’ packers have followed and the posi- 
tion they have already reached,”’ said 
the report, ‘‘ must lead to the conclusion 
that they threaten the freedom of the 
tmnarket of the country’s food industries 
‘and of the by-product industries linked 
therewith. The meat packer control of 
other foods will not -require long in de- 
veloping.”’ 

Declaring ‘‘ the history of the packers’ 
growth is interwoven with illegal com- 
binations, rebates, and with undisclosed 
control of: corporations,’’ the: report 
urged the importance -of full publicity 
of corporate cerca arog for all indus- 
tries. 

‘As to devices for securing control, 
there does not exist adequate law,’’ the 
report said. ‘‘In its absence unfair 
competition may run its course to the 
goal of monopoly and accomplish the 
Tuin of competitors without the secret 
ownership being suspected and consé- 
quently without complaint to the com- 
mission or investigation of facts. The 

‘ competitor is in jeopardy so long as he 
has not the knowledge of true ownership 
and the public is entitled to such knowl- 
edge.”’ 

Alleging that the ‘‘ big five’ packers, 
~Swift &.Co.; Armour & Co., Wilson & 
Co., Morris & Co., and the Cudahy Com- 
pany—jointly or separately wield con- 
trolling interest in 574 companies, minor- 
ity. interest in 95. others, and undeter- 
mined interest in 98—a# total of 762 com- 
,panies and that they prodace or. deal in 
some 775 commodities, largely food: prod- 
vets, the report’ gives this picture of 
growing packer invasion into related 
and unrelated industries:

GARD HEADS ° ~wET” ATTACK 


Says Anti-Saloon League and Patent 
Medicine Associations Drafted - 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Debate on 
the .wartime and ~ national prohibition 
enforcement bill, which has beén before 
the House since last Monday, grew bit- 
ret today with the presentation of the 
opposition, led by Representative Gard 
of, Ohio, who is directing the fight for 
repeal of wartime prohibition and\for a 
more liberal definition of an “ intoxi- 
cant.’’ 

Five hours of the twelve of general de- 
bate had been consumed when the House 
adjourned tonight. The general debate 
will be ended tomorrow, and on Monday 


| the House will consider the bill under 


the five-minute rule. Hundreds . of 
amendments will be offered, with indi- 
cations that the bill will not be adopted 
finally until the middle of next week, 
when it will go to the Senate. Unless 
it is expedited there the bill will not be 
sent to the President for another. month. 

Mr, Gard, ‘who is.a mémber of the 
Judiciary Committee, and one of the five 
signers of the minority report, asserted 
that only one section of the bill reported 
by his committee had been planned by 
the. committee itself. 

“The counsel for the Anti-Saloon League 
and representatives of’the patent medicine 
associations wére largely responsible for 
the bill,” said Mr. Gard, “They drew up 
the sections referring to national prohi- 
bition enforcement and the internal ngv- 
enue people drafted the provisions re- 
garding the manufatture of alcohol for 
commercial purposes. 

** Yesterday the President told the Sen- 
ate that the war ended Novy. 11, neéar- 
ly eight months ago,” added Mr. 
Gard.» “In the face of that ut- 
terance we have the remarkable state- 
ment from the majority report on is 
bill that war exists with Germa: and 
Austria. I. say that there is no question, 
as a matter of fact, that the war is 
ended, 

‘** Therefore when we come to the ques- 
tion of war prohibition it is only.a pre- 
tense for the continuation of prohibition, 
which was started under the guise of an 
attempt to conserve food and fuel. The 
President has stated that at the earliest 
possible moment he will proclaim that 
demobilization is ended and thus end 
war ‘prohibition, but says that he can- 
not honestly issue that proclamation 
now. Congress should repeal wartime 
prohibition. 

*““As to the definition of ‘ intoxicants,’ 
I make the point that no matter what 
powers Congress may have under the 
prohibition amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, it does not have the power to say 
that a certain thing is intoxicating when 
in fact it is not so. Furthermore; I dis- 
pute the power of ‘Congress under the 
war power tO write something’into the 
law not contemplated under the author- 
ity for ‘that-law, and Whifeh tio one had 
in mind. 

‘If we admit that the Congress can 
fix the percentage of alcohol at a low 
point, we thereby also put it in the 
power of Congress to fix the percentage 
at a high point, or any point. 

Wants a Reasonable Bill. 


‘‘ What we should do is to write this 
bill in a reasonable way. We are legis- 
lating for reasonable men, not for per- 
verts, to whom the Chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, has referred, in say- 
ing that some men drink one hundred 
glasses of beer a day, or become intoxi- 
cated by drinking flavoring extracts."’ 

Mr. Volstead, Chairman of the Judici- 
ary Cofffmittee, denied that he had made 
such a statement, to which Mr. Gard 
replied that it was to that effect. 

‘‘ A State in the exercise of its police 
power may have the right to place a 
limitation upon alcoholic content, but 
Congress has not the power to invade 
that right. The United States as a Fed- 
eral Government has no police power,’’ 


continued Mr. Gard. 

“The general trend of this bill is rad- 
cal in the extréme. Under its provi- 
sions the housekeeper who makes cider 
or some other innocuous drink for home 
use is subject to being taken before the 
court-as a criminal law>reaker. Such a 
thing was never in prospect either in 
the legislative or public mind. 

“The House should write its own 
bill,’ concluded Mr. Gard, .‘‘ and not 
enact legislation written by the Anti- 
Saloon League attorneys for patent 
medicine concerns and others on the 
outside. We'should pass @ sane, rea- 
sonable, and proper enforcement law.’ 

Representative J. Hampton Moore of 
Pennsylvania said that it was estimated 
that the returns to the Federal Gov- 
ernment from revenue licenses and ex- 
cess ahd income taxes on the sale of 
liquor -would reach $1,000, his, 
he said, would be wiped out by prohi- 
bition, ahd the-onlyreturn to the Fed- 
eral Government would™ be $70,000,000 
collected’ on non-beverage alcohol.

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WANTS TEST IN PHILADELPHIA 


Department of: Justice _ Asks for 
Ruling . to Prosecute Brewers. 

‘PHILADELPHIA, Jyly. 11.—Notwith- 
standing appeals to the Supreme Court 
of the United’ States from ‘the: wartime 
prohibition. decisions rendered in New 
York ahd: ‘Baltimore Kederal courts, the 
Department of Justice today asked the 
United States Court for the’ Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania to pass upon a test 
case here, as that in the event of a rul- 
ing in favor of the Goyernment every 
brewer.of beer or dealer in that bever- 
age containing more than one-half of 1 
per cent. of alcohol now doing business 
can bg at once prosecuted. 

The case before the court is the. Gov- 
ernment suit against Bergner & 
Engle Brewing Company, ged with 
violation of the wartime prohibition law. 
The company has filed a demurrer ask- 
ing for a dismissal of the suit on the 
ground that the: Government did not al- 
lege that the beer it manufattured was 
intoxicating, and the proceedings. today 
were largely confined. to. an argument 

on the demurrer. 

‘Theodore F. Jenkiris, counsel for the+ 
brewing company, argued for the. dis- 
missal of the. sult on the ground that 
several Fede courts had settled the 
points at issue and that other United 
States Courts. shotld follow the prece- 
dent established by sustaining demur- 
rers of the: brewers and. retailers until 
the Supreme Court had decided an ap~- 
peal. 

Judge Oliver zB Dickinson asked witl- 
fam L. Frierson, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral; ‘the necessity of a ruling’ in the 
Bastern Pennsylvania jurisdiction when 
there had been rulings in other courts 
and an appeal taken. 

“There Js no ruling that ts con- 
trolling,’’ Mr,. Frierson replied. ‘‘ What- 
ever was said at New York or Baltimore 
will, of course, be considered, but those 
decisions are not binding here.'* 


SEES WAR BAN ENFORCEABLE. 


Anti-Saloon League Says Existing 
* Laws Are “ Fairly Effective.” 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Anti- 
Saloon League, in.a statement issued to- 
night through Wayne B. Wheeler, its 
general counsel, declared that wartime 
prohibition can be enforced even if no 
additional enforcement legislation were 
enacted. 

** Many people think that war prohibi- 

tion cannot be enforced unless a code is 
adopted,” said Mr, Wheeler, discussing 
the enforcement features of the Reed 
law. 
‘“It is true that the presént power to 
enforce the War Prohibition act is not 
adequate, but it is nevertheless fairly 
effective. Liquor dealers who violate 
the War Prohibition act will face no: 
only the criminal penalty of war prohi- 
bition but the penalty under the liquor 
tax laws. The penalty for violating war 
prohibition is impriso’ t not exceed- 
ing one. year or a fine not exceedin; 
$1,000, or both. 

** Section "1,014 of-the Federal Statutes 
authorizes all State officials and magis- 
trates.to make arrests f ~obations of{ »: 
the law. The United District 
Attorneys are bound to “prosecute all 
violators of law. United States .Mar- 
shals are authorized to command all 
necessary. assistance in the execution « 
their duties to enforce the law. The At- 
torney General may assign officers of 
the Department of Jiistice to take 
charge of the prosecution of cases. 

‘‘ Court. decisions and statutes are no 
holding out any encouragement to th. 
liquor law violator.’’

WASHINGTON, July 11.~Indications 
are that the Federal Government will 
collect something more than $50,000,000 
fifi ineome tax revenue in the event of 
the materialization of the reported ar- 
rangément for the acquisition by the 
Ford interéste of most of the minority 
stock in the Ford Motor Company.

HOUSE ACTS AS PATROLMAN 


Magistrate Watches for Automobile 
Speeding on Riverside Drive. 


Magistrate Frederick B. Hiouse, pre- 
siding at the Traffic Court, yesterday 
explained that for the last few nights he 
has been doing a patrolman’s duty from 
8° to 10°o’clock along Riverside Drive 
and Broadway, between 130th and 150th 
Streets.

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Destruction of England’s Great 
Export Trade Through Labor 
Difficulties Foreseen. 


40,000,000 TONS TO. SUPPLY 


Bureau of Mines Expert Figures 
That Continent Can Get It 
Only from America. 


WASHINCTON, July 10.—That the 
United States maybe called upon to 
makeup «n alarming coal shortage in 
Europe, due in part to what may amount 
to the destruction of England’s great 
export coal trade through, labor difficul- 
ties, is indicated in a report made. pub- 
lic today by Van H. Manning, the Di- 
rector of the Federal Bureau of Mines. 

The report to Director Manning was‘ 
written by George S. Rice, the Chief 
Mining Engineer of the Bureau of 
Mines. Mr. Rice has just returned from 
Europe, where he went to. investigate 
mining conditions. He was in Europe 
several mbnths, and his report indicates 
a serious coal situation not only in Eng- 
land, but in all] other parts of ELurope 
as well, 

Ih the course of his ‘report Mr. Rice 
says: ; 

**Perhaps the most serious changes in 
‘tthe codlproblem are taking place in 
Great Britain, which has always been 
the greatest coal-exporting nation of the 
world. With a production of £37,900,000 
tons in 1918, the last pre-war year, she 
exported 77,000,000 tons to countries 
that were in dire need of coal.” 

The startling changes in thé »fter-war 
period are based on the coming aw: 
of the Coal Industry Commission, a Pafr- 
liamentary committee, the report of 
which goes into effect July 16, and 
which reduces the hours of labor under- 
ground from eight to seven hours, and 
“subject to the economic position of the 
industry at the’ end of 1920, the hours 
of labor underground to be reduced to 
six.” In discussing the effect of this Mr. 
Rice quotes Sir Auckland Geddes as 
ealling to the attention of the House of 
Commons that during the next year, ‘un- 
der this award, the production of coal 
will be lessened by 70,000,000 tons, 
practically England's export trade, and 
that the reduced output and incréase 
of wages will cost $1.06 more per ton, 
altogether an inrease of more than 
$200,000,000. 

“The seven hours’ work a day are 
exclusive of the average time of lower- 
ing or raisi the workmen from the 
mine.”’ adds Mr. Rice, ‘‘ but include the 
time of traveling to the working place, 
which means, according: to the mine 
owners, that with the seven-hour day 
there will be less than six hours of ef- 
fective work. 

‘The total British coal exports in 1913 
were 77,000,000 tons. If the restrictions 
in the consumption of coal are removed 
on the basis of internal consumption of 
coal this would leave but 7,000,000 tons 
for export. As France, Italy, Sweden, 
Norway, and Spain have largely been 
dependent orm Great Britain for fuel, it 
can be realized that the situation is a 
serious one gpart from Engiland’s loss 
of practically ite only raw product ex- 


port. 

‘France will be particularly hit by 
the conditions prevailing in Great Brit- 
ain, from whom she received in 1913 
nearly 13,000,000 tons of coal. Altogether. 
before the war, she consumed 62, 006 
tons and imported from different coun- 
tries 21,000,000‘ tons of coal, coke, and 
briquets. ‘The mines destroyed *»y the 
Germans produced 20,000, tons of 
coal in pre-war times, and at least two- 
thirds the Rae eae she mytomsa tie, 
wan witho necessity. 
iS th tadchated he tnd Feohok en 
neers that it will take from two to five’ 
years to restore the broken. shaft linings 
and to unwater the mines and rebuild 
the surface plants, and that it will take 
ten years to completely restore the fom 
duction rate of those mines. The taking 
over by France.of its former Provinces 
of Alsace and Lorraine, and its, occupa- 
tion of the Sarre district has, however, 
altered the fuel needs of France. 

“ Contrary to the general impression, 
the coal mines of Belgium were not de- 
stroyed by.the Germans. 

“‘Of the great allied nations Italy is 
in the worst situation regarding fuel. 
In 1913 it. produced less than three- 
quarters of a million tons of coal and 
imported from Great Britain that year 
10,000,000 tons. 

‘“‘In the course .of the war Great Bri- 
tain instituted certain restrictions in the 
use of coal. If the restrictions are re-

With the exception of Senator JoHN- 
BON and of Senator Boran, possibly of 
Senator BRANDEGEE, all the Republican 
Senators would feel that a burden had. 
been lifted from their shoulders if the 
Peace Treaty were ratified and out of 
the way, League covenant and all. It 
became exjident some time ago that the 
fighting spirit had gone out of them— 
they had heard from the country. 
Hence the talk, not of amendments, 
not at all of rejection of the Treaty, 
but of ‘‘ reservations.’’ They listened 
to the President’s address on Thurs- 
day, and although they sat silent, as 
became the decorum of that august 
chamber, from that moment they 
khew that they must ratify. 
‘The President’s address has gone 
forth to the people, and no man with 
an ounce of political understanding 
can doubt its effect upon public opin- 
jon. Most of Mr. Witson’s public 
' utterances are fine in form, in the 
. choice of the language which conveys 
his thought, many of them have been 
notably convincing, but we doubt if 
he has ever spoken more effectively, 
{n a manner more certain to accom- 
plish the purpose he had in view, than 
-in that address. The President has 
made known the purposes of the 
Treaty, the purposes of the League; 
he has shown how they are knitted to- 
gether, one and inseparable. He has 
made it plain to the American people 
that the Treaty and covenant accom- 
‘plish what they ardently desire. The 
President’s position is unconquerable. 
The country supports him, and the 
opposition Senators might as well try 
to breast the whirlwind as to oppose 
ratification of the Treaty. 

The talk now is of the “ reserva- 
tions,’’ that is, of a way of escape 
from a position which the Republican 
Senators have found to be highly dan- 
gerous, which is the cause of great 
uneasiness to Chairman Hars and 
other responsible leaders of the party. 
The rejection of Article X. of the 
covenant, as proposed by Mr. Roor, 
is no longer under dscussion.. That 
would be an amegdment fatal not 
only to the Treaty byt to the Repub- 
fean’ Party. Presemg concern is wih

A draft of the premosed ‘‘ reserva- 
tions ’’ is said to be in the hands of 
Senator Lopaz. Whether it will be 
put forward as the official statement 
of the Republican attitude we do not 
know..

End In 1911 he was elected 
President of the American Médical 
Association; and all the time between 
those years he was constantly ‘recelv- 
ing new honors and taking on new 
duties. He never ceased doing either. 

He was, too, a warrior for what- 
ever he believed in. He had no hes- 
itation in taking up his sword for 
unpopular causes, such as that of 
birth cohtrol. He was a formidable 
opponent of prohibition; and his style} 
was slashing and racy, without being 
in the least undignified. He had hu- 
mor in plenty, a sly and gentle humor 
which could not fail to be effective 
without leaving scars. He always 
spoke his mind, and cared not 
whether his auditors disagreed or not, 
Invited to address a women’s club, he 
delivered a philippic .against their 
methods of dressing. 
~ It: was as the friend of the babies 
that Dr. Jacosr was best known, and 
iz is said that east side babies whom 
he tended sixty-five years ago used 
to bring their grandchildren to him. 
‘* There is no page of medicine in this 
‘‘ city on which the name of Dr. 
‘* Jacosr is not inscribed,'’ said an- 
other physician, but it was the babies 
who interested him most. He was, 
in fact, the real founder in this coun- 
try of the treatment of diseases of 
children. Yet nothing was out of his 
province. In the cholera scare of 
he declared his views with such 

that for the first time the 
Health Department worked in co-op- 
eration with the medical profession, a 
committee being regularly appointed 
for the purpose by the latter. When 
‘| tuberculosis became a national men- 
ace, although he was in Europe, his 
views were solicited, and he sent back 
@ letter of instructions which was 
treated as authoritative. In fact, the 
simplest word from: Dr. JACoBI was 
enough to do the work which speeches 
and writings without end failed to do.

CHAIRMAN HURLEY'S RETIRE- 
MENT. 

Lack of zeal and of energy and devo- 
tion to the work in hand could never 
be charged against Chairman Epwarp 
N. Hurusyr of the Shipping Board, 
whose resignation has. just. been ac- 
cepted by President Wrson. Mr. 
Hurter was always @ stimulating 
force, and in his public addresses his 
faith in building the ships to win the 
war never faltered. If he.seemed too 
optimistic at times, it was not because 
he was credulous; as a business man 
he understood the difficulties of creat- 
ing shipyards overnight, as it were, 
supplying them with material, and 
recruiting the army of workmen re- 
quired. Also, he had no conceit about 
his familiarity with ship construction. 
But he knew that the way to keep 
everybody on the job and developing 
their utmost powers was to assume 
that the rank and file of the shipyard 
army was as.much in earnest and as 
patriotic and stanch as he was. So 
he always preached the gospel of suc- 
cess and didn’t stick at prophesying 
more. than was going to be accom- 
plished. 4 
_As a kind of inspired, peripatetic, 
and indefatigable press agent .Chair- 
man Hour.er never flinched from his 
task and worked sixteen or more hours 
a day at high pressure. There may 
have been Sther men who knew more 
about shipbuilding than he did, but 
none who could better impersonate 
Uficle Sam -determined to see it 
through. Mr, Huruezr’s statistics of 
phomise and performance did not 
always hang together well, the. critical 
might detect flaws in them; but in- 
consistency had to be risked some- 
times and drawing the long bow at- 
tempted with a good grace.

DR. JACOBI. 

Dr. ABRAHAM JACOBI was not only 
a great physician, but he was a great 
and many-sided American. Germany, 
after the Revolution af 1848, would 
have none of him; he was one of the 
many worth-while men whom she cast 
out and too late regretted and tried 
to coax back. It was the Chair of 
Pediatrics at the University of Berlin 
that was the lure in his case. But 
he refused it, saying that he was an 
American. ‘‘ When Oszier praised me 
publicly,’’ he once said, ‘‘ for not 
‘* having written anything for pub- 
‘* lication in the seven years following 
‘* my graduation he did not know 
‘* that in nearly, two of those seven 
‘years I hever saw @ square inch of 
“paper or more than an infinitesi- 
‘mally small pencil, which I con- 
** cealed in my hair.’’ These years 
were. spent in the fortresses of Co- 
logne and Minden. ‘When he got out? 
from the clutches of the Hohen- 
zollerns. he came to this country and 
embarked on a career which brought 
him every honor that ‘a physician can 
win. : ‘: , cba sal

A FIELD FOR AMERICAN ENTER- 
PRISE. 

At this moment America is popular 
in Eastern and Southeastern Europe. 
In that part of the world American 
food and American relief workers have 
kept the people from want and suffer- 
ing during the time of transition from 
war to peace, Among the new nations 
just built up, among the older States 
which have been expanded by the 
acquisition of territories, inhabited by 
their own people, there is a friendly 
feeling toward this country. which 
should, not be undervalued because it 
is in some degree accidental. 

But the war is over, and commercial 
connections are about to be formed, or 
renewed. In Southeastern Europe 
trade and industrial development. 
Rumania and Jugoslavia, for example, 
are fertile fields for foreign enterprise. 
Before the war German and Austrian 
business men practically monopolized 
the trade in Rumania, and had a 
strong position in the Jugoslav coun- 
tries—particularly, of course, in those 
attached to the Hapsburg crown, The 
German and Austrian are not loved 
in Rumania and Jugoslavia today; 
they will be the least favored of com- 
mercial aspirants for the next few 
years. But they are on the ground, 
and that advantage is one that cannot 
lightly be overcome. , 

The Rumanians are for the oost 
part an agricultural people, as are the 
Jugoslavs. In the industrial develop- 
ment of Jugoslavia, which would have 
required. much engineering work; there 
was an amazing opportunity open to

the Hapsburgs kept in stagnation are 
going to be opened up before long, 
and a few Americans are preparing to 
take part in the work. It is a field 
hitherto not much cultivated by 
Americans, but our business men 
should be inspired by the fact that 
there is a prospect not only of com- 
mercial profit but of a patriotic serv- 
ice to \America and to the nations 
which do not want tobe forced to re- 
turn to the German commercial orbit.

CARE FOR THE DEFECTIVE. 

The more deeply mankind studies 
man, the more difficult appears the 
Socratic injunction, ‘‘ Know thy- 
self! *’ At the laying of the corner- 
stone of the new institution for the 
feeble-minded at Thiells, Dr. Puarce 
Battery remarked that, while our 
Government spends millions in inves- 
tigating the bodily diseases of animals 
and plants, it spends nothing in re- 
search upon the human brain. We 
know pretty thoroughly what nour- 
ishes apple trees, and why oysters 
die, but we are woefully in the dark 
as to the conditions of sanity and the 
causes of insanity. Yet the brain is 
** the seat of all the activities of man- 
kind.’’ Monstrous paradox, that the 
instrument of all our existence, wak- 
ing or sleeping, should be the most 
mysterious phenomenon in the uni- 
verse! 

This ignorance is largely the result 
of neglect. On the basis of observa- 
tions which Dr. Banzsr made in 
Washington as head of the bureau for 
eliminating defectives from the army, 
he estimates that’ there are in New 
York State 45,000 feeble-minded per- 
sons. Of these only 5,000 are re- 
ceiving proper care. He has lately 
accepted the Chairmanship of the 
State Commission for Ment:'. Defec- 
tives, and in that capacity he urges 
that an adequate probation system be 
established. If feeble-minded boys 
and girls have proper nutrition and 
favorable surroundings many or most 
of them “become happy and indeed 
useful citizens. If not, many of them 
sink beneath the burden of life and 
become candidates for public institu~ 
tions—a lifelong expense to the com- 
munity. 

In modern life they are also a 
danger. Many amiable and quick- 
witted persons are in reality defec- 
tives. Not every mental defective 
confines himself to explosive words. 
We have come to understand that 
there is no such thing as a ‘’ harm- 
less lunatic.’’ A man of unbalanced 
mind may at any time become dan- 
gerous. Many and perhaps all of our 
political assassinations might have 
been prevented if we had en due 
pains to correct mental error in youth, 
or, if that effort failed, had rut the 
subject under proper restraint. 

As to the future we have this con- 
solation, that the new institution at 
Thiells is to be the largest in the 
ecuntry and will begin its service 
under efficient administration. In 
time it may even yield us some knowl- 
edge of the workings of the brain.

THEATRIC ARBITRATION. 

When actors and managers are at 
swords’ points, the public long used to 
their. bickerings may well say with 
Hamlet, ‘‘ Something too much of 
this! ‘’ But when one party refuses 
arbitration, as the managers have now 
Gone for the second time, fair-minded 
folk are moved to wonder, especially 
since the rejected arbitrators are of 
the standing of WitLIam H. Tart and 
CHARLES E. HUGHES. 

The issues are not beyond common 
understanding. In earlier days no 
salaries were paid for rehearsals, and 
it often happened that, after working 
for six and even eight weeks, the play 
was discarded or ran for only a week 
Actors have been known to 
labor throughout a season with only 
four or five weeks’ pay.

‘They may well be of the 
mind of Huckleberry Finn’s friend 
Jim, who refused to emulate the matri- 
monial adventures of King Solomon; 
explaining that if he ever hankered 
after that kind of life he would start 
a boiler factory so that, when he came 
to, he could ‘* jes’ shet down.’’ But 
there are. people, many of them, who 
love the folk of the theatre in all their 
moods, and who would be patient and 
sympathetic even with their domestic 
difficulties. Who are our distinguished 
dramatists? They if anybody must be 
able, as they are doubtless willing, to 
act as moderators in a controversy 
that should end pleasantly and leave 
actors and managers better friends

Too Quickly. vin not be heard “pith 
much patience if the current suggestion 
that nobody who has reached the age of 
85 shall be allowed either to defend 
the champion’s title or to seek to win 
it should be accepted and acted on.

There is, of course, a difference, in 
reality as well as in theory, between 
boxing and prizefighting—a difference 
that persists in spite of the fact that 
some prizefights are called boxing 
Matches, and are allowed to pass for 
such even in States where truth is as 
fervently worshipped as it is in Ohio. 
Perhaps it is only prizefighting for 
which men of 35 are incompetent, no 
matter how sober their lives or how? 
well they take care of themselves. 

In that case, however, it is evident 
that prizefighting is injurious in a per- 
manent way, even to young men, and 
should be prohibited for them as well as 
for their elders by .a few years. Its 
financial rewards, indeed, are great for 
the champions, but the very greatness 
is a condemnation of them and of the 
activities that produce them. It is not 
destrable that fists should earn in a 
few minutes more than the majority 
even of good brains earn in a lifetime.

The can- 
didates, doubtless being more concerned 
With securing votes than they were in 
maintaining sound political ideals, 
readily gave pledges to vote for pro- 
hibition, with the probable inward con- 
viction of many of them. that there was 
no earthly chance that a- prohibition 
amendment would ever be adopted. 
The miraculous, however,. happened, 
while the people slumbered and the 
cautious, unobtrusive, but well organ- 
ized, prohibition campaign won out. 

If it be a fact that the majority senti- 
ment of the people is opposed to the 
prohibition amendment, which is in ef- 
fect an inelastic piece of legislation

Lose Final Game of Series 
_ at Cleveland by 5 to 1. 


CLEVELAND, July 11.—The Yankees 
closed their first series in the West here 
this afternoon by again swallowing the 
bitter pill of defeat by a score of 5 to 1, 
and it was with no misgivings that they 
left for Detroit tonight, to see no more 
of the Cleveland Indians for a time.

Forelgn Buyers Nae with Cash. 

The situation in regard to export busi- 
ness has become somewhat réversed 
lately..

The acute situation in the dress goods 
market is causing a great deal of nu- 
easiness among the manufacturers of 
dresses, according to a statement issued 
by the Associated Dress Industries of 
America. The marked scarcity of de- 
sirable fabrics is compelling a num 
of manufacturers to curtail their pro- 
duction and pro-rate their 
their retail customers, and is also caus- 
ing some manufacturers to refuse ad- 
ditional business. Prices are ris 
to new levels on account of the cond 
tion described and there seems to be no 
immediate relief in sight. Buyers are 
advised to lose no time in making known 
to the wholesalers just what eir re- 
quirements will be in order to be pro- 
tected against future shortages. 


An Index te Conditions.
